The Meaning Of Rank 

What does rank mean and what should it mean? Ap- 


parently to the old cadet, the attaining of rank means that 
this is the time for him to ignore shoe shines, regulations, to 
wear the improper uniform at any time, and to apply an 
entirely different set of rules to the new cadets.
